The biggest industry in our town is the education 
of our children. Our schools represent our most cost¬ 
ly investment and more money is spent in keeping 
them operating each year than on any other civic en¬ 
terprise. 

The product of our schools—our educated young 
people—is our most important export. 

Youth from the small towns and country districts 
of Canada too often look to the cities for opportuni¬ 
ties. Particularly is this so in many sections of the 
country where industries and hence jobs are concen¬ 
trated in the large urban centres. 

The cities’ gain is the small towns’ loss. And the 
small towns need educated young people to give lead¬ 
ership, to aid progress, to prepare themselves to take 
over in business and industry and civic affairs from 
the older people when they wish to retire from active 
life. 

Somehow industry—and opportunity—must be de- 
cetnralized in Canada for the nation's good. Some of 
our cities are becoming too big with too great a con¬ 
centration of industry in too small an area. The time

attacks, industries may have to be moved from the 
cities to the country towns. - . 

It appears to us that such a move would be wise 
now as part of our defence preparations. Not only 
would this decentralization be sensible as a defence 
measure, it would be sensible from the viewpoint of 
giving industrial workers a chance to live in more 
pleasant, more healthful surroundings. 

With more industries located in small towns, the 
need for our educated youth to leave home to gain 
opportunities for making a living would be reduced to 
a minimum. _C.W.N.A.

Years ago I wakened one morn¬ 
ing in a French inn to the song 
ot a lad singing in the courtyard, 
I never heard his childish treble 
again, but to this hour any 
thought of France stirs in me the 
memory of that child singing his 
heart out for the joy of spring. 

Often as I rode with James 
Whitcomb Riley through the re¬ 
gion he loved best of all, he 
would rouse from a long reverie 
and lay his hand on my knee and 
say very gently: “What a fine 
world this is, and what a lot of 
good people are making it better 
all the time!" 

We are reckoning the gains unci 
losses of the greatest of wars, but 
the true test of the outcome may 
be applied in the simplest of phas¬ 
es: Is the world kinder? Is it 
more just and merciful? Is it a 
happier world than It was before? 

Despair wins no battles, either 
among nations or in the individ¬ 
ual soul. By believing that the 
world is a better world today we 
do much to make it so. 

Only those things that make for 
happiness—in your heart and my 
heart and ir. the hearts of nat¬ 
ions- are of the kingdom of things 
that are eternal.—Meredith Nich¬ 
olson.

Alberta Government Gets Cash 
Bonuses From Crown Reserves

The Alberta Government last 
week collected cash bonuses of 
$1,724,374.03 from its first Crown 
Reserve Lease and Exploration Re- 
scivation sale of the current fis¬ 
cal year. The proceeds raised to 
$115,074,4S7.70 the bonuses paid by 
the oil industry since the Crown 
Reserve system was instituted 
early in 1948. 

The May 10th sale brought in 
$1,582,078.75 from nine quarter 
sections on the fringes of the 
Rcdwater oilfield, offsetting cur¬ 
rent producing limits, to raise the 
total cash bonuses from Redwater 
tracts to $52,720,645.11. The sale 
just about completes the bonus 
payout from Crown Reserves in 
this great 670 million barrel re¬ 
serve field. All Crown Reserve 
leases, of course, are subject to 
royalty payments to the govern¬ 
ment for life of production, just 
as are normal Crown leases. The 
government's royalty revenue 
from Redwater will probably, dur¬ 
ing life of production, substantial¬ 
ly exceed the Reserve bonus to-

Alberta has a good start of fis¬ 
cal 1951 Crown Reserve bonus re¬ 
venue, with a number of newer 
areas heated up by discoveries to 
tuke the place of Redwater in fu¬ 
ture sales. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether the govern¬ 
ment’s lake can be maintained at 
last year’s level. Bonuses paid in 
fisoaf year ended last March 31 
totalled $23,494,940.31, compared 
with $22,873,736.13 in fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1950, and only 
$8,95:5,431.23 in fiscal year ended 
Marcfi 31, 1943. 

In addition to Crown Reserve 
payments, however, Alberta is 
currently collecting reservation 
and lease fees and rentals and 
production roy alties at a rate pro¬ 
bably exceeding $20,000,000 yearly. 
These revenue sources, particular¬ 
ly royalties, will substantially in¬ 
crease in coming years, with in¬ 
creasing activity and production 
from the province.

Be Controlled

normal tation are at present confined to 
tiie Peace River district and to 
the central portion of the province 
attacks to some degree are re¬ 
ported from gardeners everywhere 
says W. Lobav, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. The most familiar 
damage, noticed is on potatoes. 
Here, the wirevvorms bore holes 
in the tubers and make them un¬ 
saleable as a commercial product. 
Every housewife has had trouble 
cutting out vvirevvorm holes in 
potatoes when peeling, and had to 
throw away as much as half of 
the potato as a result of the dam- 
age. 

To control wirevvorms in your 
garden . plot there are two or 
three . things vou can do, advises 
Mr. Lobay. In a small plot, wlre- 
Vorms may be trapped by plant¬ 
ing cut potato pieces about 3 or 
4 feet apart and about 4 or 5 in¬ 
ches deep. This should be done as 
early in the-spring as possible ov¬ 
er the entire garden. Just before 
planting the gaiden crop, dig up 
these pieces, which will now have 
a large percentage of wirevvorms 
in them, and burn or feed to the 
hogs.
